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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim 36-72 has been renumbered 42-78. The highest numbered claims 
previously presented is 41, the claims 1-35 are cancelled. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group I. Claims 36, 40-53, 73-74, and 77-78 drawn to a transmitter and its method of 

transmitting data, classified in Class 375, subclass 295. 

Group II. Claims 37-39, 54-72 and 75-76, drawn to a receiver and its method of receiving 
data, classified in Class 375, subclass 316. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different fiinctions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). 

In the instant case the combinations of Group I and Group II are independent from each 
other because Group I is related to a transmitter suitable for transmitting data and a method of 
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transmitting data. In contrast, Group II is related to a receiver suitable of receiving data and a 
method of receiving data. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reason given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their difference classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
